bey fociety would be well empleyed in writing 

a handfome volume in folio, de fraudibus 

bibliopolarum: which he will eafily find matter enough to 
fill, without 50mg beyond the verge of 3. Paul’s church- 

r inftances. 

“OF a the parts of a book, the title is the moft import- 
ant, and that on which moft depends: ’tis on the bona 
‘fides of this one page, that halt the comuierce of litera- 
ture turns. By this are all future dealings in relation to 
the book traniacted; and all bargains ftruck between au- 
thor and reader, buokfeller and buyer. Of all parts there- 
fore, the title fhould be the moft authentic, and compofzd 
with the moft juftnefs, as well as skill. But the reverie 
is known to obtain among us ; where no part is fo much 
neglected, none fo fubjeét to frauds. The compofing of 
them is fallen into the hands of book(cllers ; perfons offt- 
en ignorant and incapable ; and at beft too nearly intere ft- 
ed in the matter to do ftri€ *ftice. Even authors them- 
felves cre icarce fit to be trufted with fo delicate a pro- 
vince : they are often vain and weak, fond of their own 

oductions, and confequently liable to over-rate them. In 
tief, confidering how iarge an article in trade books now 
make, I caunet think it unworthy the wifdom of the go- 
vernment, to take the matter under their care, to appoint 
fome perion, cr Company ( tor inftance, that wherein you, 

Mr. Bavius, make fo conipicuous a figure) to give due names 
and titles to all writings. which come from the prefs : that 
thofe who have no oppertunity of peruiing a book be- 
fore they puichafe it, (the cafe of the major part of the 
book-buyers in Great Britain, ) may not be impofed on 
with quids pro quo’s ; buy chaff for grain ; or, to {peak in 
the language of Grub-ftreet, pro the/auro carbones, 

The chief rule by which moft people buy books, is the 
author’s name ; which is now become no rule at all : 
fince rhe bookfellers have taken the making of names, as 
well as titles, into their own hands, "Tis they who now 
decide what name an author fhall bear; and whether he 
fhall have any name at all. If his perfon be obfcure, or bis 
name obnoxious, his work fhall either come out anony- 
mous, that we may have room te fuppofe it written by 
aman of eminence ; or fome fignificative appellative thal 
be thought ef, that imports quite the contrary qualities, to 
cover the flaw the thicker, Thus, if he be a poor rogue, 
he fhall be made a lord; and if an unbeliever, a bifhop: if 
he benoted for infincerity, he fhall be aPHiLALETHEs, or a 
PuiteLeuTHERus ; tf a very coxcomb, perhapsa Socrates 
ora Caro. 

The Germ:x bookfcllers give new authors to ftale books, 
and print the fame wok under a fries of different names, 
dates, and places of impreflion, “ull they hit on one to 
garry it vif, The Dutca ate no lets dextrous at making 
the moft «fa good mame 5 and cau make a reputable au- 
thor, who has only written three pages, ftand as author 
to fo many volumes, by a prudent miterpofition of other 
propies pieces. For the Exgis'> bookfellers, there is no 
ipecies Gi legerdcmain whicn certain among them do net 
practife daily, with as mach fuccefs as the heer F , or 
Minheer W themieives. Generally fpeaking, how- 
ever, E find more difpotition in our name-brokers to bor- 
row than to make: as who would be ar the trouble of 
framing a new name, which, at belt, will kave its way to 
make, When he has alreaty fo many ce'ebrated ones at his 
Mercy?'Tis bat finding tome author who has excelled on 
the fame fu ect, and afluming his nome, either in its pro- 
per form, or, it thar Le unfaie, with fome minute varia- 
ton; fous it may flill pits with the generality for the 

ame, yet {5 as to keep withaur the ftatute.

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vius, upwards of 30 different forms of this variation in 
modern books: fome made by atranfpofition of certain let- 
ters, as FeitpinG for Fistpine ; fome by the fubfitation 
of one letter for another, as in Corzatsu for CoLBarcn; 
fome by-.the omiffion of a letrer, as in CramMpercen for 
CuaMBERLEYN; aud fome by addition, as in ALLeYN 
for Atten. Sometimes again the variation is made in 
the firname ; fometimes in the chriftian name; where pro- 
vided the initials be retained, the reft may be altered ordina- 
rily at pleafure; thus for Joun we find Joseru, or JAMES, 
put with good effect. This form has pur {me pounds 
into E, C—v’s pocket : feveral editions of fome ot the 
worft poems having been fold, by printing Mr. Joserx 
Gay on the title page, which, the pulic, he knew, would 
confound with the ingenious author of the paftorals, Mr. 
Joun Gay; 0n which the Duneiad touches very humorcuily.

On certain occations it is tound proper to alter both 
chriftian and firname ; of which we have an inftance in the 
New Di/penfary juftipublithed, where Br. James ALLRYN® is 
regularly enough for Dr. Joan ALLEN, But in all cafes a 
prudent onomorechnift will take care to have fome fubser- 
fuge or retreat left, in cafe of an open detegtion ;\ of which 
we have alfoan inftance in the book juft mentioned. . Dr. AL- 
Len hearing, as far as Bridgewater, that {ome book fellers it- 
tended to make ufe of his name, protefted againft it in the 
public papers, and difclaimed any fhare inthe work. Upon 
this, they: prudently drew a litrle further off, and for Jonn 
AuLEN took their ftand in James ALteyne: which appa- 
rently an{wers the end as well, it being noterious, that 
notwithitanding Dr. ALutn’s difavowal, the book is ftill 
bought and fold for his. One thing is ftill further necef- 
fary to make this art compleat, which none but the mafters 
are capable of ; viz. to take care there be the due reiem- 
blance between the manners of the two authors; and that 
cheir ftyle, conduct, fentiments, and fyftem be confiftent 
with each other.—On this rock mott novices who have 
adventured this way, have fplit, Thus, notwithftanding 
the near alliance between Dr. Jonn Atten and Dr. James 
in point of name, there is too viiible a difparity in their 
manners. In the author of the Synopfis we find induftry 
in compiling, judgment in chufing, juftice in quoting, 
accuracy in defcribing; an eafy method, and a fignificant 
ftyle. In the author of the Di/penfary we find, I do not 
care to fay what, but plagiary, over-fight, impertinence, 
aud contradi&tion in great abundance. For the plagiary, 
it cries aloud in every page, from the 2d to the 6o2d. 
Stat. Contra dicitque tibi tia pagina Fures. The author 
does not fteal at any vulgar rate, by paflages and paragraphs, 
but by pages; not by tingle pages, but by tens end hun- 
dreds ; in fhort, of 630 pages, of which his book confifts, 
goo ae fairly tran{cribed tiom Dr. Quincy, word for 
word, without any further artifice than that of tranipofing 
the order, and cafling in now and then a {pice of the 
Bo/pital Di/penfary. 

Dr. James may refemble Dr. Jonn, in that both of them 
copy others : but here commences a difference which ioon 
feisthem as far alunder as caft from weit; one copies,with 
judgment, the other without. You fhall find Dr. Joun 
fifting his authors, feparating what is excellent in them 
from the reft; following them {emetimes near, and fome- 
timcs at a diftance, a+ occafion requires. You fhall find 
Dr. James grop:ng about in the dark, catching hold of the 
firft heap of ravbith that hy in his way, and dealing it out 
as if all jewels. He copies withouc regarding what, or 
whom, or.how: to copy well, with him, is only to 
tranfcribe clofe, to take good with bad; whnut is for the 
purpofe, with what is againft it, Thus it ic he has dealr 
with Quincy ; copied him in feafon, copied him out of 
feafon, copied his defcriptions, copied his recipes, copied 
his rationales, copied his quotations, copied his very title 
page, tale, and index.t— Yet he rails at him, as faft as he 
copies him ; and having tranfcribed his book, writes a 


prctase to decry him: that the faying might be verified, - 


Sp Lavit me, G maledixit mihi. The fame perfon is 
treated in the preface as a pyrate, one who made more 
blunders than pages; whom in the book we find followed, 
as if he were iafallibility itfeif. Poor Quincy is here 
daninca for a dunce, who could not tranflate a recipe with 
out making miftekes, which I tremble to hear of, after 
the compliment had been made pe of adopting the 
worlt parts of his book, with thofe very miftakes them- 
fe'ves, as it it had been all perfection — This brings to 
mind the practice of certain rogues I have heard of, who, 
1h Prt have plundered a boule, fet it_on fire to prevent 
a @diicovery.

After all,’ Dr. James is not to blame’ for’ copying 
Quincy ; who in ‘matter of acy, is beyond: difpure 


the beit guide he had.to follow. Had he copied him more, 
and given us Quincy entire, which might fafely have been 
done, notwithfianding any laws now in it had been 


cafier for himfelf, and better for his. readers, Initead of 
this, he has unfortunately jet many things efcape of the 
greateft importance, has added others utterly frivolous and 
toreign to the purpofe, and altered others fo exceedingly 


for the worfe, that the intern ee ufefulnefs of Quincy's » 


work, are in great meafure lof ; 

To give you a'tafte of his additions : the capital. one, 
whereon he values himéelf moft, is his giving the genitive 
cafes ef the latin Simples, to teach young phyficisns how 
to decline them; an printing marks over certain fyfables 
ot the longer names, to denote heir quantities, teach 
us to read them. I wonder he had not given the genders, 
aud numbers too, of the nouns, and the reft of the cafes, 
as well as the genitives; that the Di/penfary might teally 
have done the ike ef an Accidence, This, 1 fuppofe, is 


an addition referved for the next edition; im which young — 


phyticians will net-only be able to learn their Profodia, but 
their Orshographia, Esymologia, and Syntax too. In earneit, 
Mr. Bavius, was ever fuch a {cheme laid for the improve- 
ment of phyfic bobks, to print them with all the gram- 
matical apparatus of the {chool books ? If it goon, we may 
fhastlyexpeét to fee Dr.;Sypennam's Proceffas idiegri print- 
ed with one of NatsHan Baitaey’s Namerical Clavis’s. 

His omiffions mske worle work : Of a multitude of 
articles ia Quiney which he has dropp’d, {Carce one but 
leaves an unlucky hole behind, which his reader is left to 
fink in, or fill up aow he can, Quincy’s work was not 
fo excellent throughout, that there was nothing to be 
found which could bettet have been f{pared, than thofe ufe- 
ful chapters at the head of each clais of medicines, as on 
Cepbalics, on Balfamics, on Carminatives, Kc. fo neceflary 
to the underftanding of the particulars which follow ; or 
than thofe inftrudtive articles on the diftribusion of fimples, 
the rules for gathering them, the phytical method of them ; 
or the hiffories of many of them ; as Lapis Hamatites, 
Kermes, Methoachan, Moxa, andI know not how ‘many 
more, which are here totally fergotten. Even thofe two 
excellent articles of Water and Malt Liquors, the moft 
generally efteemed of any in the whole book, have perifhed 
in the croud. — The café is not much better with the 
preparagions of the fimples, which ate fe imperfely de- 
livered in thenew Quincy, in compirifon of the old, that 
tor twenty feveral preparations, for inftance of Antimony, 
in the one, I find but four in the other: for feventeen pre- 
parations of Steel in Q. I fiad but eight in A ; for fifteen 
of Nitre but three ; for eighteen of Opium but fix ; and of 
the-reft in proportion, It has fared much at the fame rate 
with the extemporaneous Pre/cripsions, many hundreds of 
the be aad moft approved of which are entirely omitted, 
and the reft given twice over to fill up their room. Even 
the Operations of pharmacy have not efcaped without tax- 
ation : no account of Fermentation, Incorporations, Filtra- 
tion, Clarification, and the like. — Dr. ALLeyn’s book may, 
indeed, be a good Profodia, without all thefe; bur ir 
wili make a very lame Di/penfary. 

Hitherto we have only feen Quincy’s work mangled ; 
bebeld it now receives its death’s wound : what has hither- 
to been dene, only affected certain parts; Dr. A. has an 
alteratios more, which demolifhes the whole. The moft 
eflential thing in Q. and that on which he chiefly valued 
his own work, was the Method ; in which he had laboured 
mere, and fucceeded better than an Di/penfary writers 
before him ; many of whom had, indeed, much the fame 
materials, but difpofsd in 4 manner no wife adapted to the 
eccafions, either of patient, or phyfician. This failing, Q. 
had the gged fortune to fupply, and to deduce pharmacy 
to a ju phyfical order. He ranged his materials fo, that 
we have in one view all the fimples, or all the compounds 
belonging to any one cafe, or intention of cure ; m 
compare them t er; and make a choice moft ‘fuicab! 
to the occafion. By thus interweaving phyfic with phar- 
macy, the ftudy of each of thofe fctences is much fa- 
cilitated to vhofe converfaat in the other : and what is 
more, private perfons and families, whoft circumftances 
make it necefliary, are hereby enabled, in moft cafes, to do 
without either, ——— All this ftru€ture bas our new au- 
thor impieufly defaced ; aad chrown oe back into 
the fame ftate of confufion which other Difpenfaries were 
in, when he began to write ; and to get outof w 
cok him fo much pains,
